A Lire cover should reflect, among other things, what you will see 
inside. Since it usually goes to press early, we sometimes have 
second thoughts about it—and are able to act on them. 

Three of the covers selected but never used as such are shown 
above. The first one was The Glob, a figure invented by Cartoonist 
Walt Kelly to illustrate an article on evolution. He gave way to the 
new queen of England when King George VI died. The baby picture 
would have indicated that we had a story on layettes, but then along 
came Tito’s memoirs. Subsequent letters indicated that our first 
choice would have been more popular, but we felt that the readers 
should know from the cover that for the first time the head of aCom- 
munist state was writing for popular publication. The current exam- 
ple is an Irish girl, now seen on page 142, who seemed to fit in with 
Sedn O’Faoldin’s lament about Irish marriage customs. But, four 
days after our normal closing time, Stalin became ill and some 


production overtime resulted in what you now see on the cover. 
This wasn’t the only process set in motion, We started assem- 
bling the story on pages 20 through 29 from 50,000 photos which, 
since 1950, our picture bureau had been inspecting. They came from 
picture agencies, official sources, obscure magazines, libraries and 
from our foreign offices. We had rare pictures like Stalin sponsoring 
Malenkov in 1951 (cover), Stalin as a young revolutionary (p. 24) 
and Lenin stricken by the same malady as his successor (p.

In America when a president lies dying, in England when a king lies dying, 
all bitterness of strife is muted. People move about their business in a 
dream; and in their thoughts is the image of the death chamber, in their 
hearts the shared sorrow of those who watch for death. These, for a da 
put off the pomp of high estate and appear in their natural human ¢ 
nity, upheld by the silent sympathy of millions. 

In Russia when an autocrat lies dying the atmosphere is dark with 
uncertainty and the unbridled conflict of ambition. In the hearts of the 
common people the habitual pain of the evil they know is overborne by 
the unspoken fear of the evil they do not know. In the words of the new 
Soviet government's own communiqué, there is “disarray and panic.” 

Stalin lay dying in the palace of the czars, prostrate and unconscious, 
the real and also the symbolic center of a fantastic web of plots and 
counterplots reaching out from the anterooms of the Kremlin to the 
remotest corners of his empire. Men with great interests at stake came 
as they might, to the heart of tremendous 
for the good of Russia, more for their 
solute power.

This was in the Russian tradition of the harsh and arbitrary despotism 
which fears the light of day. All European nations look back on a history 
full of disgraceful episodes. Russia alone relives her ancient history in 
the era of Coca-Cola and the Hydramatic driv 

Inside the lowering Kremlin walls the first of Stalin’s true forebears, 
Ivan the Terrible, killed with his own hands his son and heir and then 
went mad with remorse. From the Kremlin in 1591 Boris Godunoy or- 
dered the assassination of the child who stood between him and the 
throne. Later the tradition moved to St. Petersburg. The infant Czar 
Ivan VI was imprisoned by Elizabeth, the usurper empress, in the under- 
water dungeons of the Schliisselberg until he became an idiot and was 
murdered by his guards. Catherine, the wife of Peter the Third, had her 
own husband murdered in order to assume the crown. These acts occurred 
not in the Middle Ages but at the time of Voltaire. In the second year of 
the 19th Century the Czar Paul was murdered in his own palace. 

Stalin was the inheritor of this tradition. It is not to be wondered at 
that Trotsky was sure that Stalin had poisoned Lenin. And Stalin himself 
has used the poisoning motif: in the 1930s to account for the deaths of 
his outspoken friend Ordzhonikidze and of the great writer, Gorky; only 
the other day to account for the deaths of two members of the Politburo, 
Shcherbakov and Zhdanov. 

The legend of the poisoning doctors is not new. It is old. Ivan the 
Terrible required his doctors, foreigners imported from the West, to 
poison those whom he distrusted. Nobody today would remember that as 
a living story had not Stalin himself revived it in his own lifetime. And 
so it is hardly surprising that as soon as the nine doctors were accused of 
poisoning Zhdanov the story went round that in fact this was part of a 
plot against Stalin—to remove his own trusted doctors and substitute 
others in the service of a pretender. It meant, people said, that Stalin 
would soon die. Now he is dead. 

We do not have to believe this story. It may or may not be true. The 
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THE ANCIENT KREMLIN, a vast complex of offices, churches and palaces, 


stands sinister in the Moscow winter. It was built 800 years ago and the great 


point is that it is in keeping with Kremlin atmosphere and Stalin had 


only himself to blame if it is believed. It is against this dark background of 
violence, = conspiracy and fear that we must see the men who 
have spent their li Stalin's shadow, and now survive him. 

Who are these ly looming figures? We know a little about the 
men who have figured in public as Stalin's closest colleagues. We have 
had in past years queer glimpses into their quarrels. But there are others 
of whom we know nothing at all, and the key to the future, the future in- 
heritor of Stalin’s mantle, may well prove to be someone of whom the Rus- 
sians, to say nothing of the Western world, have scarcely heard

Viacheslav Molotov, officially Stalin’s first deputy but lately sunk into 
the background, has been relegated to third place. A far more formidable 
figure than is generally supposed, the man whose brain was good enough 
to make him Stalin’s chief of staff for 30 years, he has had to make way 
for younger and more ruthless men, 

The first of these is Georgi Malenkov, 12 years Molotov’s junior, 
ble, unremittingly ambitious, a man of action and a man of in- 
trigue modeled on his master’s plan, Once Stalin's private secretary and 
for long the supreme party boss, Malenkoy—like Stalin before him— 
has worked successfully to model the party in his own image.

Five years ago one would have had to list with them Zhdanov and 
Andreyev, but one is dead, the other thrown away. Five years ago one 
would have had to put next on the list Kaganovich and Mikoyan; Kaga- 
novich, the brilliant and energetic Jew, Stalin’s brother-in-law, who has 
so many times saved the country from ruin by desperate action when 
this or that aspect of the plan has broken down; Mikoyan, the Armenian 
with the intelligence and approach of an American tycoon. But Jews and 
Armenians have no chance now of being deified by Russians, who want 
one of themselves. And two other men, Bulganin and Khrushchev, have 
long since outpaced Kaganovich and Mikoyan. 

Bulganin is the darkest horse among the visible runners. Cultivated, 
highly educated and intelligent, a banker and administrator by career. 
political boss by opportunity, he draws on reserves of power which we 
can only suspect. Onetime minister of defense, he is still the army's 
spokesman in the Kremlin. Whether he is working for the army or 
against it, we do not know. Whether he favors the political generals, 
Sokolovsky and Shtemenko, or whether he has maintained a close liai- 
son with the exiled generals like Marshal Zhukov, we do not know. Who 
his friends may be in the Politburo we do not know. He was picked by 
Stalin for his ability; he may follow a solitary star. 

Khrushchev is less picturesque. We know little of him save that he

THE ANGLO-AMERICAN JOB 


IT IS ‘TO ARRIVE IN THE END AT A FREE AND OPEN ECONOMY IN THE WORLD’— 
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STALIN'S LAST WORDS 


Stalin’s last’ major public statement was 
made in the role in which Communists are 
likely to miss him most: pontiff of Marxism, 
supreme expositor of the dogma. It was ad- 
dressed to the faithful at their 19th Party 
Congress last October. Wrote Stalin: 

"The disintegration of the single, all- 
embracing world market must be regarded as 
the most important economic sequel of the 
Second World War... . [t has had the 
effect of further deepening the general crisis 
of the world capitalist system, 

=. the sphere of exploitation of the 

world’s resources by the major capitalist 
countries (U.S.A., Britain, France) will not 

pand, but contract. . .« 

Britain, and after her, capital 

France, will be compelled in the end to break 
from the embrace of the U.S.A. and enter 


into conflict with it in order to secure an 
dependent position. . .. 

"... Germany (Western) and Japan... 
now languishing under the jackboot of 
American imperialism , . . will try to smash 
the U.S. ‘regime’ and force their way to 
independent development. . . 


“The inevitability of wars between capi- 

talist countries remains in force. 
uch is Stalin's last picture of the future, 

which all good Communists, acting in har- 
ness with omnipotent “history,” will try to 
bring to pass. They have one real all 
is the free world’s apathy and reluctance to 
transcend its own economic fri ns—or, 
in Marxist language, “internal contradic- 
tions 
in them, Of this apathy and reluctane 
most scandalous single instance is the way 
the policies of the two countries ever since 
V-E Day, have been allowed to drift apart. 

A common Anglo-American policy in 
world trade and finance is essential if the 
free world is to have any prospects of eco- 
nomic expansion and self-betterment. We 
hope that the groundwork for such a policy 
was laid during the visit of Messrs, Eden 
and Butler to Washington (see next col- 
umn). The effort there begun must lead to 
anew free world market to repair the “dis- 
integration” of the old. There is no fitter 
way in which the two leading powers of 
the free world could mark the death of the 
20th Century's most Satanic figure. 


On the day Stalin’ smortal stroke became known, 
Foreign Secretary Eden and Chancellor Butler 
of Great Britain arrived in Washington for 
ploratory talks on the economic problems of the 
free world. The news from Moscone temporarily 
eclipsed these talks. But their object, and the 
great economic decisions—or indecisions—to 
which they must lead, are of even greater impor- 
tance to the fate of freedom. 

The reasons for this were best expounded by 
Walter Lippmann the day before Eden’ sarrival. 
His column called “The Necessary Conclusion” 
(copyright, 1953, by the New York Herald Trib- 
une Inc. All rights reserved) mak 
natureand urgency of the Anglo- 
lem that we reprint it here:

The talks with Mr. Eden and Mr. Butler 
must lead to an agreement that the Atlantic 
nations are one financial and trading com- 
munity, not to be split apart into separate 
systems. Whatever the problems raised by 
specific measures, a fundamental agreement 
to unite, not to permit a fission and a break- 
up, is not really debatable. 

For if no such fundamental agreement 
between the present British government and 
the Eisenhower administration is reached 
and announced. the forces of fission and dis- 
gration which are now in check will he 
released and will become stronger on both 
sides of the Atlantic. At some point they 
may well become irresistible. 

° 

This first public encounter between the 
two governments is not one more in the long 
series of post-war meetings to deal with the 
recon n of the broken economy of the 
Western World. It is the opening of a new 
chapter. For the first time in a long genera- 
tion the two English-speaking nations, who 
are the financial and economic leaders of the 
non-Communist world, are both of them gov- 
erned by men who believe that markets. sub- 
ject to law and well policed, are better regu- 
lators of economic activity than the separate 
national governments, legislating under the 
impact of pressure groups and intervening 
by administrative decrees. 

For the first time in two decades the tw 
governments are in the hands of men who 
profess the same philosophy. From 1933 
until the outbreak of the war. there was the 
New Deal on this side of the Atlantic with 
its strong, though far from consistent, ineli- 
nation to a planned national economy. In 
war, of course, no economy can be free; 
every economy is planned and regulated in 
war-time. After the war there was the Labor 
government in Britain which, like any 
ernment committed to a planned economy. 
was nationalistic and isolationist in its for- 
eign economic relations.

A failure to do this would have enormous 
and sinister consequences. 
ible, and it is not now neces- 
, y should emerge from their 
meetings with pacts and contracts covering 
all the many things that need to be done. For 
these many things involve not only the two 
governments but indeed many other govern- 
ments all over the world, The things that 
have to be dealt with comprise fiscal and 
credit policy. export and import policy, ex- 
change rates and the international money 
market. What matters most is not the final 
prediction at this stage of the ultimate con- 
clusion in all these matters, but the certain 
affirmation of their intention to arrive in the 
end at a free and open economy in the world. 

A failure to do that will be taken to mean 
that it is impossible to restore a free and 
open economy. It will be said, not without 
reason, that since the two governments, 
Churchill's and Eisenhower's, both intellec- 
tually and emotionally committed to it, are 
unable to work together, an international 
free economy is no longer a practical aim, 
This will be the green light to all who for one 
reason or another would prefer more or less 
tightly closed national economies, at most 
local and regional economi 

Those who prefer this will be all the varie- 
ties of collectivists, social democrats, na- 
tional socialists, national communists of the 
Tito variety, fascist corporativists, national 
isolationists and imperial isolationists. What 
they all have in common is the notion that 
they must or that they can regulate econom- 
ic affairs by decree and command better than 
they can be regulated by exchanges in the 
market. Where they differ is whether they or 
the other fellow shall have the power to write 
the decrees and to issue the commands. This 
is the difference that lies at the root of the 
struggles for power which are wearing away 
the very foundations of our civilization.

On this difference, on this struggle for 
power in every country and among the coun- 
tries is founded—as Stalin made it clear at 
the October Congress of this party—the 
present policy and the strategy of the Soviet 
Union.

A DICTATOR GETS A POLITE BRUSHOFF FROM HIS NEIGHBORS 


The long land of Chile is the key to Juan Pe- 
rén’s dream of South American domination. 
st month the Argentine dictator paid a state 
visit to his old friend, President Carlos Ibaiiez 
of Chile, to propose an economic and political 
alliance of their countries. To prepare the way 
for his trip, Perén sent some 50 secret agen 
and his own cheering section across the Andes. 
In speeches to Chileans he opened his arms 
and wept as he said: “T offer you a loving em- 
brace of the Argentine people. . . .” 

But the Chileans remembered something Pe- 
rén said in Buenos Aires: “Union must be 
complete.” This irked many Chileans. Like the 
cowboy (above) they listened skeptically to 


Perén’s professions of affection. There were no 
anti-Perén demonstrations, perhaps because 
public demonstrations in South America are 
often Communist inspired, and South Amer: 
ica’s Reds rejoice in Perén’s anti-Americanism. 

In the end Perén and Ibéfiez signed merely 
an agreement to discuss an eventual customs 
union between their countries—nothing more. 
Perén immediately ordered tax-free exports of 
Argentine beef to Chile—to make friends in a 
land where meat is scarce and food prices sky 
high. The Chileans were grateful for the food, 
but were far from sold on Peronismo, After 
the Perén party had departed, one of his Chile- 
an bodyguards sighed happily, “Viva Chile!”

Especially food that contains 
proteins, those “building blocks” our bodies 
need for growth and repair. Meat is a rich 
source of proteins, When we cut down the meat 
content in our menus (to observe Lent, or for 
economy's sake!) we must be sure to substitute 


other protein foods for a healthy diet. 


What are other protein foods? 


Fish, poultry and meat are our richest sources of 
proteins. Milk and cheese —eggs—breads and 
cereals — have high protein value. Other foods 
which add proteins are spaghetti, macaroni and 
noodles — dried beans and dried peas — and nuts 
(including that old favorite, peanut butter!). 


Is spaghetti 
@ good meat substitute? 


Spaghetti, macaroni and noodle dishes are a good 
source of proteins, especially when cooked with 
milk and cheese. 


What are some tasty meatless 
sandwiches for school lunches? 


Try for a variety of color and flavor, Use different 
kinds of breads — whole wheat, rye, enriched white, 
raisin or nut bread, hard or soft rolls. Use various 
kinds of fillings —tuna, salmon or egg salad, crab 
or shrimp salad, sardines. Cottage or cream cheese 
is delicious with chopped celery, chives, carrots, 
nuts, olives or sweet pickles.

AND LITTLE-KNOWN FACTS 
ABOUT THE Gls AND GENERALS 


by JOHN OSBORNE 


HEN you are talking of more than 200,000 men at arms, no 

generalities hold wholly good, and that goes for all those that 
follow. But as a generality it is fair to say that the American soldier 
in Korea is a remarkably mature and thoughtful young man. Older 
officers and visitors who were in or around World War II find the 
GI of 1952-53 a different bird, an interesting one. 

Your soldier of today is on the whole phenomenally unprofane. 
‘This reporter spent hours in and near the front lines without once 
hearing the immemorial monosyllable of English-speaking armies. 
Snafu” and all its variations are gone completely. The universal 
and all-inclusive word today is “sweat.” It covers just about eve! 
thing: “no sweat” means no trouble, no cause for worry, nothii 
fouled up, don’t fret. “It’s a sweat” means a patrol looks to 
or an order to dig some more trench is an outrage, or simply that 
everything is messed up as usual. 

“Gook” has all but vanished from the Army lexicon, too. In the 
early months of the Korean war it was the universal word for all 
Koreans—south or north, civilian or soldier, adult or child—and 
it was uttered with a hatred born of shock, fear and distrust of so 
alien a land and people. Now it is spoken, if at all, only of the 
Chinese and North Korean soldiers. Its going is evidence of one 
of the positive miracles of this war: the adjustment of the Ameri- 
can soldier to the land, the people, the ways of South Korea. It is 
also a sign of the maturity that marks our soldiers’ thinking as well 
as thelr language. 

In their endless talk of the war and of what to do about it, the 
front-line soldiers make just about the same points their generals 
make, and just about as intelligently. The rifleman, of course, views 
the prospect of attack and its casualties with a personal aversion 
that the general can hardly feel, but at the crux of the argument 
the GI usually votes for anything except another year or more 
of stalemate, 


An American division commander gave me some good advice just 
before I went up to our lines. ‘You are going to come across some 
things in this Army that you won't like,” the division commander 
said. ‘They are what you have to expect when a great country 
tries to fight a war on the cheap.” 

“War on the cheap” has some manifestations, however, that 
would seem to invite correction. General Eisenhower suggested on 
his return from Korea that some serious supply deficiencies would 
he corrected as soon as he took hold. A Pentagon press conference 
put one of them on the record: a shortage of artillery ammunition. 
If the past consequences of this shortage are ever fully revealed, 
the American people will be shocked and enraged. 

‘There are others. How many Americans, for instance 
that thousands of Korean soldiers are fighting in our div 
not because their presence improves the divisions or iner 
their strength, but because the U.S. is not providing enough Amer- 
icans to keep the division up to strength? These Korean soldiers, 
who are called Katusas (Korean Augmentation Troops, Army) 
are in addition to the troops that make up the 12 ROK divisions. 
The Koreans in question are good, tough soldiers who serve for 
the Korean equivalent of about 20¢ a month alongside Americans 
who get $75 and up for the same service, and every American at 
home ought to be grateful to them. But all that does not obviate 
the fact that the mixture creates special and harassing problems.

“But it’s so damned hard to make them understand.” 

‘The same platoon and squad leaders would think they never had 
it so good if they suddenly found themselves with only one lan- 
guage to hurdle. They have another—the Spanish of their draftees 
from Puerto Rico.

In some ways the Puerto Ricans are harder to assimilate and 
command effectively than the Katusas. Despite their island’s 
long identity with the mainland U.S., most of the Puerto Rican 
arrivals speak no English. They cling together more tenaciously 
than the Koreans do, and they seem to pick up even pidgin Ameri- 
can much more slowly. Many of them make it clear that they 
would have preferred to be in the separate Puerto Rican regiment 
which was maintained in Korea until recently, 

Although any officer who said as much out loud might be in 
trouble, the truth is that the Puerto Ricans would fare and fight 
better if they were placed in squads and platoons of their own. 
In a few instances they have been covertly bunched under Span- 
ish-speaking noncoms from the American Southwest. In such 
circumstances they do themselves proud. Many individuals who 
are dispersed, according to policy, through Continental outfits 
also make fine records. However, most of the Puerto Ricans have 
a hard and unhappy time 


One of our corps intelligence officers was asked whether any sig- 
nificant change in the Chinese Communist armies has been ob- 
served during the stalemate. 

“Oh, sure,” the officer answered with sour emphasis, “we see a 
change. They are getting better all the time.” 

The Chinese hold the western and central sectors of the front 
—about two thirds of the 140 miles of line which angles north- 
eastward across mid-Korea. What is left of the North Korean army 
holds the eastern sector. At our rear headquarters and along the 
Chinese portions of the front there is a tendency to assume that 
the North Korean army is finished. The U.S. and South Korean 
units facing it do not have that impression. It is depleted, but in 
the patrol and outpost actions that provide the only tests during 
stalemate, the North Koreans show every sign of being alert, ag- 
gressive, and—considering their past defeats and the ruin of the 
country around them—in incredibly good spirits. 

What little we know of the Chinese Communists in Korea gives 
our psychological warfare experts no comfort. Both on the line and 
in reserve the Chinese Communist armies are well supplied with 
weapons, clothing, food—all the necessities of war. They do not 
live off the country: even their food is transported from China, 
and successfully, despite our continuous air interdiction. They 

along with the battered, depressed, impoverished native popu- 
lation remarkably well, thanks to a rigid occupation discipline 
which forbids the least harasement of the North Korean people. If 
ing, the North Koreans prefer Chinese soldiers to their own, 
must have any around. 
Chinese fight aggressively and skillfully, and they almost 
never surrender voluntarily. Captured prisoners are rare, and our 
patrols are offered all sorts of incentives to get one now and then. 

But the most interesting thing about the Chinese armies at 
this point is are disposed through Korea. More than 
half of them are in reserve, far from the front line. The biggest 
portion of the Chinese reserves is in extreme North Korea, at the 
center of the country, obvi poised to move toward either 
coastline if we try amphibious end-runs. The larger part of the re- 
maining reserves are placed along the east and west coast for de- 
fense. Furthermore the Chinese have dug defensive trenches east

and west, north and south, up and across an astoundingly deep 
section of North Korea. 

Our officers; gazing at the maps of the Chinese disposition: 
draw a conclusion which could be wrong but is nonetheless in- 
teresting. The Chinese dispositions suggest that our Communist 
enemies like the war the way it is and has been since the stalemate 
set in. They are braced to prevent any change, if they can, but ap- 
parently not to bring about any great change by their own efforts. 


Recently Lieut. General Maxwell Taylor arrived in Korea to re- 
lieve General James Van Fleet as U.S. Eighth Army commander. By 
now he will have been told, by our generals in Tokyo and Korea, 
that they don’t know how to “end the war.” But he also will have 
heard that they do know—or think they know—what we can 
do and should do in a minimum effort to end it. They are certain 
that we can defeat the enemy in the field, and they think we ought 
to do it. That is what they told General Eisenhower during his visit 
last December, and that is what they hope he orders them to do. 

They also know what they mean and what they do not mean by 
“defeat the enemy.” Some of our allies and some Americans at 
home have come to assume that it can mean only “all-out war in 
the Far East.” The American generals on the spot do not want an 
“all-out war in the Far East,” and they do not believe one is neces- 
sary in order to defeat the Chinese and North Korean armies now 
facing our forces in Korea. 

The enemy armies will be defeated, in the simplest sense of the 
word, when and if they are broken up, driven from their present 
line and forced to retreat into the upper reaches of North Korea. 
That is what is meant, and all that is meant, when the generals of 
our Far East command argue for an effort to defeat the enemy 
in the field. They do not believe such an effort in Korea would 
“provoke” the enemy into launching World War III. 

Our generals cannot and do not guarantee that a successful 
offensive on this scale would end the war. All they undertake to 
guarantee, given sufficient but by no means enormous reinforce- 
ments, is the followin, 

1) Enemy losses—in men, in weapons, in prestige—so heavy 
that the Chinese and Soviet high commands must think twice be- 
fore they elect to continue the war after such a defeat. 

2) A new line across the famous “waist” of Korea, roughly 
midway between the Yalu and the present line, that would be far 
better for us than the positions we now hold. 

3) An enlarged free Korea—not the reunited Korea that the 
U.N. is pledged to attain, but enough of Korea to make it a going 
concern, a governable country, one that we could turn back to 
the Koreans in reasonably good conscience. 

The earlier statement that the generals who favor an effort to 
defeat the enemy in the field do not want “all-out war in the Fé 
East” is not empty rhetoric. One of the most striking facts en- 
countered in Tokyo and Seoul is the generals’ profound aversion 
to any war-to-the-finish with China in China. They doubt that 
such a war could ever be brought to a final military decision, and 
they hold that the prodigious effort required ought to be reserved 
for the main enemy, which of course is Soviet Russia. This reporter, 
in hours of intimate discussion, never once heard the A-bomb men- 
tioned as a weapon to be used in Asia against Asians.

But to- 
day America’s roads are in a traffic muddle that 
threatens to defeat the very progress which roads 
and the motor-driven vehicle accomplished. So se- 
rious is this situation that 40 national organiza- 
tions in agriculture and industry are supporting 
“PAR” —Project Adequate Roads—to focus effort 
and attention on this problem. 


A nation on wheels 

How completely America is dependent on good roads can be 
seen from the fact that today trucks haul two out of every 
three tons of the nation’s commerce. They carry at some time 
everything you eat, wear and use. Even the automobile has 
become a commercial vehicle. Just ask any housewife whose 
days are spent hauling groceries and kids and shuttling Dad 
to and from work. And to countless salesmen and other busi- 
nessmen, their cars are literally their “bread and butter”.

Traffic tieups, annoyance, dan- 
ger and death are due in a large measure to lack of wide, safe, 
modern mileage to fit the traffic volume over one-fifth of 
our highways.

In fact if every 
dime of the net income of all the for-hire truck lines was confiscated 
it would be only a drop in the bucket toward paying the highway bill. 
The net revenue in 1951 of all the important truck lines reporting to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission totaled only $191,783,000. A 
conservative estimate of the amount needed to correct deficiencies in 
the national system of interstate roads is $11,973,000,000! 


The trucking industry, however, stands ready to pay its full and fair 
share of the funds that are needed to pay the bill for adequate high- 
ways, Trucks are already your tax-paying highway partner to the tune 
of $1,250,000,000 a year. Many individual trucks pay over $3,000 a 
year in taxes. And the big truck in your State pays 20 to 40, or more, 
times as much in highway taxes as you do on your passenger car. That 
is as it should be, and the trucking industry isn’t kicking about it. The 
only tax increase that is unfair not only to the trucking industry but 
to you is the costly, inefficient ton-mile or weight-distance tax—often 
originated and always promoted by our competitors.

But there is a way out of our traffic muddle if we make sure that high- 
way use taxes now being collected are spent only for roads . . . roads 
properly designed and strategically located. Billions in road tax dollars 
have over the years been channeled into other governmental uses. 

‘The Federal Government collects excise taxes on motor vehicles, tires, 
tubes, oil and parts plus a 2-cent gasoline tax. These levies should 
be repealed, as promised by Congress when they were enacted in the 
depression. If the Federal Government got out of the gas tax business, 
for example, and this money went to the States, it would make over 
800 million dollars a year available at once for better roads. 

‘This program would not cost you one penny of additional road taxes. 


The organized trucking industry submits this program as a practical, 
reasonable way to construct and maintain the highways that are so 
urgently needed for all. 


Billion dollar time loss 
America’s traffic muddle is wasting over a billion dollars a year in peo- 
ple’s time.

The flow of com- 
merce over our public highways has been the greatest single factor in 
our economic progress during the past two decades, a major factor in 
the growth of the nation’s agriculture, manufacturing and distribution. 


Further progress demands intelligent modernization of our highway 
system. To this progress the trucking industry pledges its wholehearted 
support through payment of its fair share of taxes to build and maintain 
the needed roads; through self-regulation to protect the roads, and 
through driver safety and courtesy to help make the roads safer for all. 


Working with you, this program can be accomplished. There is a way 
out of the traffic muddle!

Mexican col- 
lectors began to seek his paintings and finally the Mexican 
government itself took note, Last year they invited the 
exile back to Mexico City to paint a gigantic mural for the 
Palace of Fine Arts (p. 103), the nation’s top museum 
whose walls have been decorated only by the nation’s top 
artists. As further recognition of his achievements they 
gave him equal billing with the Big Three in a major show 
of Mexican art now touring Europe.

“Call the Signals 


Railroad signals have come a long way from the time when a 
colored ball hoisted to the top of a pole signaled that the track 
ahead was clear, Today, trains run more than 2,000,000 miles 


every day on American 


ilroads, under the world’s most complete, 


most effective and safest system of traffic control, 


Basic in this traffic control is the automatic 
block signal system by means of which a 
train in a “block” or section of track reports 
its presence to all approaching trains. This 
is done automatically through electrical oper- 
ation of signals which tells the engineers of 
other trains whether to stop, to proceed with 
caution, or to go ahead. 


The way trains are directed through great 
terminals is another modern marvel. Lights 
on a map tell the operator the pos 
every train. Through his control board he 
lines up signals and switches which are so 
xerlocked” as to make it impossible to set 
up conflicting routes as trains are guided 
automatically through the maze of terminal 
tracks. 


On sections of line equipped with Central- 
ized Traffic Control, all trains automatically 
report their exact positions and movements 
through lights on a map on a central control 
board. By moving little levers on this board 
an operator can set signals and throw 
switches that govern the movement of trains 
as far away as 200 miles. 


On some lines of exceptionally heavy traffic, 
signals inside the locomotive cab, itself, pro: 
vide the engineer and fireman with constant 
information about changing traffic condi- 
tions ahead. And, supplementing all these 
means of automatic signaling is the radio or 
induction train telephone by which conversa- 
tions are carried on between trains and sta- 
tions, and between train and trai

E “entury we Irish have been flying from 
our homeland. And I am using the right 
word, for that wholesale Irish Diaspora of 
the 19th Century was nothing but a wild, 
terrified flight from hunger. The net result 
of that stampede has been that in 100 years 
the population of southern Ireland has dwin- 
dled from between six and seven million to 
under three million, 
We always maintained in Ireland that this 
national loss of blood—I might call it a racial 
hemophilia—was entirely due to foreign mis 
rule, We promised ourselves and the world 
that once we got a native government we 
would soon put a stop to all that.

surrender is the aging farmer who will not 
hand over his farm to his sons.

Well, here are their own replies, chosen 
from scores which came to me through the 
mail some time ago when I happened to be 
writing articles for a popular newspaper about 
this very question of late marriages in Ireland.

Besides, ne of them shrewdly remarked to me. “A young wom- 
an take a chance on marri: he must, because she cannot 
wait. If she waits her good looks will fade. But we men can wait!” 

But there is often an implicit objection to young wives. Harken, 
ye tender virgins of Eire, to another of your potential husbands: 

"The average, modern Irish girl is a painted, powdered, padded, 
puffed parrot, except for her nails which are hawk’s claws. Their 
adoration of film actors has reached a Stare or [Mpecturry! It is 
often said that slow horses and fast women would ruin any man, 
but we don’t need the horses, the women would do it alone. How 

‘ould any man in his sane senses, for whom marriage means a fam- 
ily and responsibility, contemplate a life spent with one of these 
lassies? The sight alone of one of them swigging expensive liquors 
in lounge bars at a rate that would knock out a navvy in half the 
time is enough to deter any man from taking the plunge. Marriage 
isa hell of a serious business. Itisnota business for flighty flibberti- 
gibbets like these. It is a business for grown men and women with 
their eyes open. The modern Irish girl seems to be quite unaware 
of this fact. I will not jump headlong into matrimony. I will look 
carefully around me. I will wait and bide my time, and choose with 

areful circumspection. Marriage is for ever. It is a sobering thought 
for any man. . 

Unreliable, extravagant, spoiled: such, according to the men, are 
ern Irish girls. They say it over and over again, in various ways: 
Tam a bachelor, and so far as I can see I am likely to remain 
so for some years to come unless God is especially kind to me. How 
could any man expect the girls that are going nowadays to cook 
and wash for him, to rear his children and to keep his home, with 
their heads full of all sorts of nonsense from morning to night? 
And they have no more sense of the value of money than if they 
were John D. Rockefeller himself. 

“Recently I was rather inclined to be interested in a young wom- 
an. I went out with her one night, accompanied by another lady. 
The first thing was I found myself in a lounge bar, and I felt it was 
up to me to invite the two ladies to have some refreshment, with 
no thought in my head but that they would ask for a soft drink, or 
at the most a sherry. I was much astonished when the young wom- 
an I was attracted to asked for a “gin and it,’ and her friend de- 
manded nothing less if you please than a Pimms Number One. Now, 
Tama mechanic by trade, earning around £7.10.0 ($21) per wee 
How could I keep up that rate of going? And it is a poor prepara- 
tion for matrimony. If the girls are not married it is their own 
fault by the example they give beforehand. . . .” 

What pleases me most about these letters is their splendidly 
hoary smell. That last chap is not a modern Irishman at all, except 
in the sense that every modern Irishman is a medieval European.

When we turn to the girls’ opinions of the men we find almost 
precisely the same charges. In their belief the men are cagey, spir- 
itless, selfish and spoiled by their mother 

“T have been reading what the men are alleged to think of the 
women. In my experience modern Irishmen are nothing but a race 
of male cuckoos, beer sharks and boogie-woogie fanatics. This is a 
land made for the male—card playing, horse racing, coursing, fish- 
ing. It is a paradise for the male. It is not that the young man in 
modern Ireland cannot afford to get married, It is that he cannot 
get married and still afford his car, his club, his betting, his poker, 
his golf and his holidays.

On the overmothered Irishman: 

“The men of today are mammy’s darlings. They have everything 
at home so why should they leave it? Their mothers slave for them 
and they expe t that their wives will slave for them in the same 
way. Gosh! Haven’t men got away with a lot! It is no wonder they 
used to marry early long ago when they even expected their wives 
their boots for them. But we women now want marriage 
50 basis, so the darlings have slowed up. Look at the way a 
man can drink Lough Erne dry and it is only called a binge, but if 

a poor woman gets a cold she is told to cure it with buttermilk 
holed with onions. There is no doubt either that parents do in- 
fluence their sons to wait a little longer, and you know what that 
means—10 or 15 years maybe.

And the conceit of the creatui 
Quite laughable to the Latin races who are so busy adoring women 
that they can sometimes forget themselves.I used to think of all 
Irishmen as dashing, romantic fellow: 

Did you ever read the ‘g “togeth columns in the 
newspapers? Young man, teetotaller, no means, wishes to meet girl, 

How blooming roman- 
tic! It should read, Young man, adventurous and enterprising, wishes 
to meet beautiful girl and have a whale of a time. Instead, how often 
do we hear, “He's after marrying £5,000.’ The truth is our eligible 
bachelors are quaking bundles of inhibitions. You find the an- 
swer to the whole thing in Arland Ussher’s The Face and Mind of 
Ireland. He states that Irishmen have hardly enough sex to per- 
petuate their own cantankerous species. 

After reading such outbursts as these—however we may laugh 
at them, whatever may lie behind them—we can hardly be sur- 
prised to discover that. according to the last census, only one per- 
son out of 100 marries each year. 
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FOR MEN ONLY is “pitch and toss,” popular Irish version of flip the coin.

How do they manage it? How can any normally sexed man (for 
I refuse to believe that Arland Ussher’s opinion is the right one) 
wait as patiently and as dangerously as these Irish near-celibates do 
for the joys of love and marriage? And we must remember that 
there are no irregular safety valves in Catholic Ireland. In the 
whole country there is not one brothel. Prostitution is exceeding- 
ly rare, sordid and furtive. There is a certain amount of illegi 
macy, but no reliable statistics are available bi there are so 
many loopholes—emigration before the birth, marriage after con- 
ception and so on. Some believe that homosexuality is on the in- 
crease. There are no proper figures for venereal disease but its in- 
cidence is large enough to be taken seriously by church and state. 
If there were an atmosphere of free and frank discussion, as there 
is not, we might get a better general picture. 

T have heard only four plausible explanations for Irish con- 
tinence: that sexual desire is either sublimated by religion, e: 
hausted by sport, drugged by drink’ or deflected by either an in- 
nate or an inculcated Puritanism. The fact stands that Irishmen 
can and do wait longer than any other race in the world for the 
joys of love. 

What lies behind those angry lettes 
riously should we take all such spa between young Irish- 
men and young Irishwomen? I think we have to take them 
quite seriously but it would be a mistake to take them quite 
literally. 

Irishmen, for example, are undoubtedly much more calculati 
in love than a foreigner might think if he based his notions on the 
reckless and dashing characters of Anglo-Irish fiction. Those gal- 
lant rakes were bred in the big houses of a minority landlord class. 
The mass of the people were hard-pr 
had to take a second place before the esse pod and 
economy. Today this basic, rural class is dominant in Ireland and 
they have brought into the towns and cities the traditions and 
techniques of the country. Furthermore, matriarchal power still 
counts for a good deal. Prudence and respect for family author- 
ity can easily become misinterpreted as caginess and Momism. 
When the girls, grown wiser in their generation, respond to 
what they consider cagines with a bit of dash—and Irishwomen 
have far more “go” in them than Irishmen—the boys react by 
calling them extravagant, spoiled, unreliable. Mutual irritation 
has set in. 

The young people are angry: there is no denying that. But it is 
a transferred anger. I am satisfied that these young people are dying 
to throw their arms around one another, human nature being the 
same the world over. But because, for one reason or another, 
they cannot make the grade they foolishly turn on one another 
all the anger and frustration that—if they had more courage— 
they would turn on the conditions that denying them a nat- 
ural sex life. ie 

What are the conditions that keep them apart? Poverty? Non- 
sense! And here is the proof of it: when most of our people were 
living on the lowest subsistence level. a hundred years ago, 57% 
of the younger people normally got married between the ages of 
4. Today when the indard of living is incomparably 
higher though by no means as yet high enough—only 25% marry 
before the age of 34.

What is creating the psychological block here is something far 
nearer to the opposite of poverty. All our young people are devel- 
oping a proper concept of what constitutes decent living conditions 
and until they get them they are on strike against marriage. We are 
rearing generations in Ireland that have ten times more pride and 
ambition than their parents ever had, and good luck to them for it. 
‘As one young woman put it to me in two sentences: “I saw what 
my mother went through. Not for me, thank you!” 

Naturally the young folk do not fully realize what they are do- 
ing: theirs is an instinctive reaction. For the first time in our his- 
tory they have begun to taste, though still only to taste, the re- 
wards of a full life, and they very naturally want more of them. 
Nor is it likely that our young celibates will be any more objective 
when, at last, no longer quite so young, they cease to be celibates. 
Then they will tell us that they are entering the happiest ye 
their lives, forgetting that they waited for them—dangerou 
painfully and prudently—until they had first collected every pos 
sible cushion against their hardships and risks. And no doubt 
when they become fathers themselves they will, in their turn, 
wonder why their children do not marry young, and proceed 
simultaneously to excuse, uphold and consolidate all those dis- 
couraging living conditions which had been responsible for their 
own procrastination. 

What are these discouraging conditions? 

To begin with, no form of birth control is permitted by Church or 
state. The sale and advertisement of contraceptives is forbidden by 
law. Books and periodicals which advocate or even refer to the use 
of contraceptives are regularly banned by the state and seized by 
customs officials. Even that form of control of, or limitation on, 
conception known as “rhythm,” or the use of the so-called “safe 
period,” is frowned upon by Church and state. 

It will be obvious that any youth obedient to his Church (or at 
any rate to its local representatives) and submissive to the state 
will in these circumstances foresee marriage as a very heavy 
responsibility indeed. 

No divorce. This restriction is unlikely to deter any man from 
marriage unless he is a very cold-blooded and calculating fish in- 
deed. But it does underline the gravity of the step.

Housing is dear and often difficult to come by. An average work- 
er, say a bus driver or a garage mechanic, who will draw a pay 
packet of between £7 and £8 (about $21) a week will pay about a 
third of his wages for a couple of rooms and may have to wait for 
years before rent a small house or an apartment worthy of 
the name. For those couple of rooms are not what any American 
wife would call an apartment: they are simply a couple of rooms in 
a house, with a makeshift kitchenette, one shared lavatory and 
bathroom for a whole houseful of families. Why should any young 
man be expected to take his young bride into a couple of rooms 
of this type? It is right to say that our government has done a 
great deal of work to provid g for the workers, but the 
Teeway yet to be made up is great. 

Rural living conditions are enough to drive any young man of 
spirit to emigration or to drink. All the small towns and villages are 
dwindling for this reason. Before the cinema came these places 
offered virtually no means of entertainment in the winter other 
than the public house or the free pleasure of standing with one's 
back to a damp wall surveying the falling rain, And those of us who 
visit and revel in the Irish countryside during the brief summer 
months must not forget that our winter lasts long, that the high 
spirits which are turned on for social occasions die down as quickly 
as they flare up and remain down for a long solstice. The nat- 
ural instinct of any young man or woman born into such places 
cannot be to marry and sink deeper into their Nile mud but to 
get out and marry elsewhere; and so they do, via the larger cen- 
ters to England. 

But the term “living conditions 


involves far more than phy- 
al limitations. The whole question of sex in Ireland is domi- 
nated also by profound psychological repressions. To explain this 
Thave kept to this point one extract from a letter by a young man 
who has been very honest and percipient about these limitations.
